DR.  WILLIAM  MARION  KETHLEY 

Formal  dedication  of  the  new  $700,000  W.  M.  Kethley  Hall  at  Delta  State  College  was  held  on  Thurs- 
day, November  14.  1963.  The  newest  building  on  the  Delta  State  campus  is  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Marion  Kethley,  who  sen'ed  the  institution  as  president  from  1926  to  1956.  Dr;  Kethley  left  his 
position  as  assistant  superintendent  of  schools  at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  to  begin  his  term  of  office.  Under 
his  administration.  Delta  State  enjoyed  a  rewarding  growth,  not  only  in  physical  plant  and  number  of  stu- 
dents, but  in  its  academic  standing  among  colleges  and  its  recognition  as  a  leading  teacher  education 
center  of  the  state. 

The  two-stoiy  plant,  with  40,000  square  feet  of  space,  is  the  latest  concept  in  building  design,  with  the 
modular  effect  used  in  both  exterior  and  interior. 

The  first  floor  contains  the  administrative  offices  of  the  college  and  lecture  hall.  Classrooms  and  of- 
fices for  three  major  divisions  of  the  college — Education,  Languages  and  Literature,  and  Social  Science 
— are  located  on  the  second  floor.

MIC  CONVENTION 

Delta  State  College  was  the  scene  of  the  fall  conference  of  the  Mississippi  Intercollegiate  Council,  De- 
cember 6  and  7.  Tom  Potter,  MIC  President  from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  presided  over 
the  general  business  meetings  and  discussion  groups.  T.  Kelly  Klein,  senior  of  Greenville,  was  elected 
President  of  the  Mississippi  Intercollegiate  Council  at  the  final  session  of  the  fall  conference. 

Delegates  from  fifteen  universities,  colleges  and  junior  colleges  in  Mississippi  heard  three  speakers 
during  the  conference:  H.  L.  Martin,  President  of  Southern  Universities  Student  Government  Association 
from  Howard  College  in  Birmingham,  Alabama;  J.  M.  Tubb.  State  Superintendent  of  Education;  and 
State  Attorney  General  Joe  T.  Patterson. 

The  purpose  of  the  MIC  is  to  promote  a  better  and  improved  program  of  education  spiritually,  men- 
tally, socially,  and  physically  in  the  schools  which  are  members  of  this  organization.  Also,  the  organiza- 
tion aims  to  promote  a  permanent  building  program,  to  deal  with  problems  common  to  all  student  bod- 
ies and  to  work  for  the  improvement  of  the  students  of  Mississippi  through  higher  education. 

An  important  feature  of  the  conference  was  the  reorganization  of  the  Mississippi  Collegiate  Press  As- 
sociation which,  in  recent  years,  had  ceased  to  function.

CONWAY,  Ark.,  Sept.  14th.— Delta  State  College  opened 
their  1963  football  season  successfully  here  tonight  with 
an  impressive  27-14  win  over  the  Arkansas  State  Teach- 
ers College  Bears. 

A  fumble  by  Arkansas  State  halfback  Bill  Grubbs 
set  the  stage  for  quarterback  Laurin  Collins'  17  yard 
scoring  pass  to  wingback  Bruce  Ziegler.  Tackle  Jackie 
Hunt  kicked  the  extra  point. 

Moments  later  halfback  Mitch  Terrell  took  an  ASTC 
punt  and  raced  82  yards,  behind  tremendous  blocking, 
for  DSC's  second  tally.
